Solon Moves To Save 


Gate Area For Park 


Expressed intent of the fed­ 
eral government to sell Marin 
County and other military land 
to private interests was des­ 
cribed today as “high-handed 
and arbitrary” by State Sen. 
John F. McCarthy (R-Marin). 
He d e c l a r e d the General 
Services Administration’s mini­ 
m um $8,000-an-aere price for 
73 acres of military land next 
to Sausalito and scheduled for 
public auction w a s 
“utterly 
fantastic,” commenting: 
“How could they realistically 
expect a private developer to 
pay that for unimproved land? 
' — much less the State of Cali­ 
fornia!” 
McCarthy said he was pro­ 
ceeding immediately to rally 
federal, 
state, 
county and 
city help to save the San 
Francisco Bay headlands for 
and envisioned Golden Gate­ 
way Memorial Park. 
McCarthy said in organizing 
for a c t i o n he had at once 
phoned for support and stra­ 
tegy suggestions to Charles De- 
Turk, chief of the State Di­ 
vision of Beaches and Parks; 
Vice President Richard Nixon; 
Sen. Thomas K u c h e 1; Mrs. 
Mary Summers, county plan­ 
ning director. Sausalito City 
Manager Charles Brown a n d 
the Marin County Board of 
Supervisors. 
His Washington c a l l s , he 


said, indicate that hopes are 
fading for a federal govern­ 
ment declaration that the en­ 
tire area is historical, to be 
turned over by congressional 
action to the s t a t e for recre­ 
ational purposes. 
“We can, however, try to 
o b t a i n the land at a fair 
price,” said McCarthy, “with 
some arrangement to spread 
payments out over a period 
of years if necessary.” 
McCarthy pointed o u t that 
the State of C a l i f o r n i a has 
$250,000 which was appropri­ 
ated by the legislature at its 
recent session to buy land from 
the fedral government for the 
Golden Gateway Memorial Park 
project. 
From Senator Kuchers of­ 
fice he learned, McCarthy 
said, that it might be possible 
to get a small part of the 
land as an historical monu­ 
ment, but not the large acre­ 
age for which the state had 
hoped. 
He said $2,00 an acre would 
be a top realistic expectation 
on the part of the General 
S e r v i c e s Administration, at 
which price the state should 
be able to negotiate a sale. 
A call to Washington by Mc­ 
Carthy last u'eek caused post­ 
ponement of the intended June 
15 auction of 73 acres. Of 160

SANTIAGO, Chile (UPD — A 
violent earthquake shook the 
industrial city of Concepcion

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We're Particularly Glad To 
Have Armed Forces Around 


World events have put an added em­ 
phasis on the observation of A r m e d 
Forces Day. 
Usually today is mostly a holiday. The 
Armed Forces hold open house to play 
host to the people who pay their bills. 
They show off their planes and their 
rockets, their guns and their ships, their 
training and their facilities. 
People go “because I've always want­ 
ed to see how a Nike works.” or “1 ve 
never been inside Hamilton Field gates 
before.” 
Now, serious questions cross our 
minds: Are they good enough? Can they 
protect us if we need them0 
Every one of us vishes we had no 
need for armed might. Even a defensive 
force, such as ours, is by nature design­ 
ed to accomplish destruction. There is 
and can't be 
anything constructive 
about a shell hurtling, a bomb falling 
or even a rifle bullet singing through 
the air. 
Yet we can be. and we are proud of 
our armed forces. 
We wish we could live in a society 


which had no policemen. Human beings 
aren't made that way, so we try to have 
police departments of which we can be 
proud. 
On the international level, we haven’t 
reached a stage where we can settle our 
problems by world law. So instead of 
an international police ft>rce, nations 
have huge military bases spaced at stra­ 
tegic locations throughout the world, 
their personnel poised to either ward 
off attack or strike in retaliation. 
So long as everyone is on the defen­ 
sive, we have a stand-off It is the near­ 
est thing to peace we know today. Rut 
when one nation or another makes a 
move that m i g h t be interpreted as 
offensive, tension mounts. 
We are rightfully proud of our armed 
forces, our Army, Navy, Air Force, Ma­ 
rines and Coast Guard. 
Today we pay tribute to them, in­ 
dividually and together. Today we are 
glad they are as effective as they are. 
And today, even as we pray we can find 
a way to eliminate them and their coun­ 
terparts forever, we are* particularly 
happy to have them around. 


The Proverbial Saturday Night 


Within the memory of some of us, 
bathing was a Saturday night ritual. At 
other times immersion was to be avoid­ 
ed for fear of impairing one's health. 
Evidently both health and public con­ 
sciousness of “BO” have improved since 
grandpa's time. 
We may think we are clean (some of 
the more unwashed peoples claim we 
Americans have made a fetish of clean­ 
liness), but the Polynesians. \/ho bathe 
several times a day, doubtless have their 
own opinion. The advent of the shower 
has made us appear much cleaner to the 
Indians and other Southeast Asians who 
were horrified at the bathtub because 
one sat in the water in which he washed. 
Of all the world s people, the Japa­ 
nese with their hot water tubs, in which 
they soak after washing, have made 
bathing into an art. The daily soak is a 


great reliever of tensions and is part of 
Papa-san’s welcome home after a hard 
day at the office or factory. 
Probably the most rigorous bathing 
is done in Finland. There, the peasants 
have a bathing hut in which they work 
up much steam and then whip each oth­ 
er with fine willow switches, after which 
they run out and roll in the snow to cool 
off. This would seem to be a sure cure 
for frequent bathing. 
Most of the world s people are clean, 
if they have access to water. Perhaps 
what some people in foreign countries 
regard as the “American phobia for 
cleanliness” is really the result of mod­ 
ern plumbing and the easy availability 
of water. 
Anyway, since whatever we do is 
damned by someone, better be damned 
for being clean than dirty.

WASHINGTON OJPD— 'There 
is a threat of war in the fall­ 
out from the summit explosion 
in Paris. There also is a factor 
of comfort for the American 
people and their allies. 
The factor of comfort is 
this: 
If the U.S. airplane U-2 
could and frequently did fly 
far into the interior of the 
Soviet Union, then the B-52 
bombers of the U.S. Strategic 
Air Command (SAC) surely 
can do so. The United States 
has about 500 B-52s. 
If that is the fact of the 
matter, 
Prem ier 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev may not act here­ 
after as tough as he talks. It 
will not be news to the SAC 
pilots 
that 
their 
airplanes 
with nuclear bombs can pene­ 
trate Soviet defenses.

We are obliged to point out 
that loan value has many dif­ 
ferent 
interpretations, 
de­ 
pending on the loan policy 
of the individual lending in­ 
stitution, and the legal re ­ 
strictions placed on the vari­ 
ous types of lending institu­ 
tions, 
limiting 
the 
amount 
they can lend at varying per­ 
centages of full value. 
However, all appraisals, re­ 
gardless of their purpose, do 
involve a study of current 
m arket prices that transfers 
of property reveal, with the 
objective of arriving at one 
approach to value. In apprais­ 
al of residential properties, 
most weight is given to the 
market data approach. 
The law states that proper­ 
ties are to be assessed at "full 
cash value.” The courts have 
held full cash value to he syn­ 
onymous with "fair m arket 
value.” 
The 
California 
Su­ 
prem e 
Court 
has 
defined 
m arket value as "the highest 
price estimated in term s of 
money which the land will 
bring if exposed for sale in 
the open market, with a rea­ 
sonable tim e allowed to find 
a purchaser, buying with a 
full knowledge of all the uses 
and purposes to which it is 
adapted, and for which it is 
capable of being used” . . . 
"the highest sum which the 
property is worth to persons 
generally.” 
In appraising for taxation 
purposes it, is essential that 
we employ the same proce­ 
dures 
and 
criteria 
on 
all 
classes of property. T h e s e 
methods and criteria must be 
legally acceptable, in accord­ 
ance with law, as interpreted 
by the courts. Hence we use 
the Supreme Court’s defini­ 
tion of m arket value. 
I might add, also, that the 
State Board of Equalization, in 
evaluating our appraisals, is 
obliged to and does apply the 
aforementioned 
concept 
of 
m arket value.

K's Abuse, Didn't Escape Unscathed 


PARIS— At the blood-stain­ 
ed hands of Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev, who loyally helped Stal­ 
in m urder his way to iron 
control of the Soviet dictator­ 
ship, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
this week suffered his most 
undignified, painful, person­ 
ally humiliating experience as 
President of the United States. 
Though outwardly tranquil 
and 
composed, 
Eisenhower 
was seathing within as he sat 
helpless to retort in kind lest 
he made a bad affair worse. 
♦ 
THE PRESIDENT knew in 
general what was coming, but 
he had no advance warning 
of the fury of it nor the vol­ 
ume of invective and mock 
innocence to which he was 
subjected 
in 
a 
statem ent 
which the Soviets were later 
to read to some 3,000 summit 
journalists from every coun­ 
try in the world. 
There 
was 
little 
which 
Eisenhower could say to shield 
himself 
or 
to 
deflect 
the 
Khrushchev 
tirade. 
Eisen­ 
hower had himself given the 
basis of the argument to the 
Soviet Prem ier by candidly 
stating in advance that the 
U-2 was on a mission of re­ 
connaissance over Soviet ter­ 
ritory and by taking respon­ 
sibility for it. 


KHRUSHCHEV’S argum ent 
was a total moral condemna­ 
tion of the United States "for 
violating Soviet sovereignty 
by spying/’ It rested on total 


moral hypocrisy, the hypoc­ 
risy that Khrushchev and the 
Soviet Union have never en­ 
gaged in spying or other in­ 
telligence activities. 


Since all the participants at 
the conference table had been 
informed that the reconnais­ 
sance flights over Russian ter­ 
ritory were "suspended and 
would not he resumed,” it is 
engrossing to speculate as to 
why Khrushchev decided to 
heap such torrential abuse up­ 
on the President.

THERE ARE probably num­ 
erous motivations, but there 
can be no doubt that one of 
his purposes was to so tarnish 
and undermine Eisenhower’* 
moral leadership as a person­ 
al symbol of the world’s best 
hope for a better peace, that 
the President would be im­ 
mobilized for the remainder 
of his term. 
My own impression is that 
Khrushchev 
so 
egregiously 
overstated his case and so 
abused the rostrum of t h e 
summit conference that he 
overplayed his hand. 
The way the President con­ 
ducted him self under vicious, 
verbal fire won him the ad­ 
miration of de Gaulle and 
Macmillan. The French, Ger­ 
man, and British press—some 
of which relish seeing the 
Americans taken down a peg 
— were almost unanimously 
approving. 
But. Dwight Eisenhower has 
never suffered such embar­ 
rassing, painful, and h arass­ 
ing moments as in Paris this 
week and, diplomatically and 
politically, 
he

em erge from them unscathed.

trict plant at Greenbrae to 
handle Corte Madera sew­ 
age. 
It would also increase p u m p ­ 
ing facilities of the Corte Ma­ 
dera system. 
U n d e r term s of a 1949 con­ 
tract, the Ross Valley plant 
handles Corte Madera district 
sewage, but with a limit on the 
amount. 
Accarding to Charles A. Mil­ 
ler, chairm an of the taxpayers 
committee, 
conferences 
with 
engineers and state and federal 
officials convinced the com mit­ 
tee that construction of a sep­ 
arate plant at Corte Madera 
was not th e answer to the p ro b ­ 
lem. 
“ Thousand of dollars will 
be saved the taxpayers by e n ­ 
larging the existing facilities 
at Greenbrae ra th e r than by 
construction of an expensive 
and separate sewage plant at 
Corte Madera,” Miller said. 
He said th e re is no wav to 
avoid a m inim um tax raise that 
would result from passage of 
the bonds. “But a far larger 
hike 
in 
taxes 
would 
result 
through higher cost revenue 
bonds of special assessments,” 
he added. 
A two-thirds majority is nec­ 
essary to authorize the general 
obligation bond issue. 
Of 
th e 
$900,000, 
approxi­ 
mately $400,000 would go to­ 
ward en larg em en t of the G reen ­ 
brae 
plant. 
The 
rem aining 
$500,000 would be used to e n ­ 
large the Corte Madera district 
lines and pum ping stations for 
delivery of 1,175,000 gallons of 
sewage daily the Ross Valley 
district has agreed to handle if 
the plant is expanded. 
T he com mittee reached its 
decision to support the bond 
issue, Miller said, after hearing 
a report on the agreem ent be­ 
tween 
th e 
two 
districts 
by 
H arry W. Black, and E. T. Mock 
of the Corte Madera district 
bond. 
The present agreement b e ­ 
tween the two districts, n e ­ 
gotiated in 1949, allows for 
delivery of 175,000 gallons of 
Corte Madera sewage to the 
G reenbrae plant, Black told 
the committee. 
The actual 
output is approximately 600,- 
000 gallons a day, more than 
three 
times 
the 
am ount 
agreed upon. 
“The new facilities will be 
sized to handle an additional 
one 
million 
gallons 
a day,” 
Black said. “Without enlarge­ 
m ent of their plant, the No. 1 
(Ross Valley) district cannot 
possibly handle the 
increase 
generated by the growth of the 
Corte Madera district. 
“ Your sanitary board consid­ 
ered alternate methods of p ro ­ 
viding th e money for the e n ­ 
larged facilities and we feel the 
successful negotiation of our 
agreement with the Ross Valley 
district provides the lowest cost 
solution to the problem.” 
Other possibilities, he ex ­ 
plained, 
would 
be 
either 
short-term 
revenue 
bonds, 
more expensive and re q u ir­ 
ing only a simple majority 
vote to pass, or establishment 
of a special assessment dis­ 
trict, which could be estab­ 
lished without a vote of the 
taxpayers. 
The cost of revenue bonds 
would be paid through monthly 
service charges levied against 
each hom eowner and business 
establishment. An assessment 
district would be financed by 
pro-rating construction costs of 
the enlarged ^facilities among 
the district taxpayers. 
The contract between 
the 
two districts was renegotiated 
in March after failure of the 
two elections which would have 
given the Corte Madera district 
its own plant.

Jazz Festival Could Develop Into 
One Of Marin's Biggest Events 


WALLY RAY of KDIA, one 
of the most musically know­ 
ledgeable of our Bay Area 
disc jockeys, is of the firm 
opinion that Marin is missing 
a good bet if it doesn't get 
strongly behind the College of 
Marin Jazz Festival and boost 
it into greater prominence. 


As impressed as we were 
with the musicianship dis­ 
played by the collegians at 
last weekend’s jazzfest, Wally 
noted that “Marin has some­ 
thing here that is already sig­ 
nificant and could be built in­ 
to something really big if peo­ 
ple get behind Tom Chesnut 
and the college.” 
With wider publicity, great­ 
er patronage and community- 
wide enthusiasm, the festival 
could, indeed, become a big 
event. Marin is already in on 
the ground floor with the col­ 
lege jazz festival idea. 


But Monterey has scheduled 
a similar event this year—for 
next weekend. And with that 
city’s great jazz tradition, the 
Marin festival is certain to be 
in for some strong competi­ 
tion from that source. 
Already suggested and ten­ 
tatively approved has been 
the addition of a high school 
division to the Marin program. 
Also already heard has been a 
proposal 
that 
folk 
singing 
might be incorporated into 
the event. 
Stretching the program to 
four days and climaxing it 
with a Sunday afternoon out­ 
doors concert featuring at 
least one big “name” guest 
jazz artist or combo might be 
another possibility in the not 
too distant future. 
Participation by college jazz 
bands or combos from more 
distant West Coast points such 
as the Southlands or the Pa­ 
cific Northwest might be an­ 
other goal. 
At least we agree with Ray 
that the jazz festival has al­ 
most unlimited possibilities 
and that Chesnut deserves all 
the community assistance he 
requires in order to develop 
those potentialities m future 
years. 


ANYONE WHO has had any 
connection with a little the­ 
ater production knows what 
a time-consuming undertaking 


the direction of a musical or 
drama is. 
Consider, then, the activi 
ties of Leslie Abbott of Sau­ 
salito. 
As Marinites know, he’s the 
driving force in Sausalito’s 
Gate Playhouse productions. 
But not so well known here 
is the fact that he’s also a 
director with two other thea­ 
ter 
groups—the 
San 
Jose 
Light Opera and the Comedia 
Theater of Palo Alto. 
An Abbott-directed musical 
comedy, “Where’s Charley?,” 
is the current attraction at the 
Gate. At Palo Alto Abbott has 
two productions, “The Boy 
Friend” and “Babes in Arms” 
showing. 
And his “Finian’s 
Rainbow” by the San Jose 
Light Opera has just closed 
its run. 
In addition, Abbott is cur­ 
rently conducting rehearsals 
for new shows at both the 
Gate and the Comedia. 
And he has been retained to 
produce the show for the 1960 
Santa Clara County Fair and 
will begin that assignment in 
the late summer. 
As 
if ail this were not 
enough, Abbott holds down a 
part-time job at Sausalito’s 
Alta Mira Hotel. 
Says Abbott: “I’m coming 
and going so fast that some­ 
times I can hardly get home 
in time to take off again. 


INCIDENTALLY, “Where’s 
Charley?” has our personal 
endorsement as an excellent 
way to wash away your cares.

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THE FIGHTING BELLBOY 
To His Fans, He's 
Still 'The Champ'

“The fight b u s i n e s s is 
rough, but I loved every min­ 
ute of it. To get anywhere you 
have to be ‘hungry,’—by that 
I mean, well, you seldom, if 
ever, see a rich man’s son or 
college graduate as a cham­ 
pion. 
“And another thing: there’s 
no room for mercy; it's a bat­ 
tle of survival, either you or 
the other guy. Sure, I was 
rough—I wanted to get rid of 
the other guy in a hurry—but 
I 
was 
never 
intentionally 
dirty.” 
The man speaking is an au­ 
thority. He was hungry and 
rough and talented enough to 
batter down and slice up 
enough opponents to rise to 
the peak of his profession— 
middleweight 
boxing cham­ 
pion of the world. 
He is Fred Apostoli of 31 
Wood lane, Fairfax, Calif. He 
is 47 years old, married, fa­ 
ther of a son, grandfather of 
a boy and girl. Present occu­ 
pation: part-time fight trainer; 
full-time owner of The Mea­ 
dows Tavern. Ignacio. Educa­ 
tion: School of Hard Knocks, 
Master’s Degree. 


APOSTOLI WAS one of the 
ring’s finest because he was, 
primarily, a hungry fighter. 
Motherless at the age of five, 
he knew heartbreak and pov­ 
erty. He was “farmed out,” so 
to speak, to relatives, friends 
and a boys’ home early in lite 
by a father who simply could 
not support him and his broth­ 
er, John, older by two years. 
At an age when your boy is 
playing baseball or football or 
swimming or downing sodas 
as the neighborhood cream­ 
ery, young Freddie Apostoli 
was working hard at a ranch. 
He never knewr the thrill of 
cap and gown and “Pomp and 
Circumstance” 
for lie quit 
school after the ninth grade to 
support himself. 
So, you can well imagine it 
was a very hungry Fred Apos­ 
toli who, on the night of Nov. 
19, 1938, stepped into the 
Madison Square Garden ring 
and proceeded to conquer the 
man who stood in the way ol 
his boyhood dreams—a cham­ 
pionship! 
That Apostoli w as merciless 
in his intense desire to reach 
the top that night is detailed 
in the following United Press 
dispatch: 
“Fred Apostoli of San Fran­ 
cisco, lashing out with the 
fury of a maddened mule, 
scored a technical knockout 
over Y o u n g Corbett 111 to­ 
night, thereby winning New 
York State’s recognition as 
w o r l d middleweight cham­ 
pion. 
“Referee Eddie J o s e p h s 
awarded the bout to Apostoli 
after 2:01 of the eighth round 
when Corbett sank to the can­ 
vas without being struck. 
“Corbett was in such agony 
from three previous trips to 
the floor he was unable to 
continue. Young Corbett took 
the worst beating of his 18- 
year career. Many of the "'">00 
fans were screaming ‘Stop it! 
Stop it!’ ” 
The “maddened mule” smil­ 
ed the other day when we 
showed him the yellowed clip­ 
ping at his comfortable resi­ 
dence. “Yes, that w'as a pretty 


exciting time in my life,” he 
recalled while relaxing on the 
edge of his swinmming pool. 


AND INDEED it was event­ 
ful. The records show' Apos­ 
toli fought 50 amateur bouts, 
losing only one of them, be­ 
fore turning professional. In 
the prize ring he fought 75 
times, winning 64, including 
31 by knockout and 33 deci­ 
sions with one draw. Of his 10 
losses, four were by knockout. 
Although 
the 
then 
(and 
again) muddled middleweight 
championship situation never 
gave him universal recogni­ 
tion as champ. Apostoli beat 
all those who laid claim to 
various versions of the title. 
For example, in 1937 he 
knocked out France’s Marcel 
Thil, who held the European 
version of the crown. In 1938 
he knocked out F r e d d i e 
Steele, the National Boxing 
Assn. champ, but it was in a 
non-title bout and the San 
Franciscan never again got a 
shot at Steele. Apostoli then 
ripped apart Young Corbett 
to grab the New York version. 
1938 proved to be a big 
year, for Apostoli also be­ 
came a bridegroom, marry­ 
ing his childhood acquaint­ 
ance, the former Yolanda Bini 
after a courtship of 
. . a 
couple of years.” 
Mrs. Apostoli gave birth to 
a son, Frank, the following 
year. Today Frank, now a 
butcher at the New Mission 
Market, his wife and their 
girl, three, and son, eight 
months, are next-door neigh­ 
bors on Wood lane. Frank, by 
the way, never aspired to a 
ring career. 


RETURNING to the height 
of Apostoli's career, he held 
his title until Oct. 2, 1939, 
when he suffered a technical 
knockout at the hands of Ce* 
ferino Garcia. In those days 
the “return clause” contract 
was unheard-of, so Apostoli 
n e v e r again fought for the 
title. 
However, he c o n t i n u e d 
fighting “big time” until 1941 
when the biggest main event 
of them all—World War II— 
interrupted his career for 54 
months of Naval duty, anoth­ 
er glittering chapter of his life 
that will be highlighted later. 
At war’s end Apostoli, then 
33 years old, returned to his 
first love in a comeback that 
lasted about 14 or 15 fights. 
When Earl Turner knocked 
him out in Oakland in 1949, 
he decided to call it quits. 
Fred has kept a hand in 
boxing. He’s served as a judge 
and official, and presently is 
training lightweight 
I r i s h 
Bobby 
Scanlon, 
while also 
keeping an interest in his tav­ 
ern, the Meadows at Ignacio. 
But more of that later. Let s 
go back to the very beginning, 
Feb. 2, 1913, when Alfredo 
Apostoli had his first weigh- 
in, the second son born to 
Emilio, a carpenter, and Bea­ 
trice Apostoli. 
Tragedv struck the Apostoli 
household in 1918 when the 
mother, then aged 26. died of 
pneumonia. From there you 
find the “hungry 
instinct 
that flowed through Freddie’s 
veins. 
At the age of five he and 
his brother, then seven, were 
sent to live with grandparents.

Four years later the boys were 
enrolled in Father Crowley’s 
“Youth Directory,” a boys’ 
home in San Francisco. 


“That’s really where I learn, 
ed something about boxing,” 
the ruggedly handsome Apos­ 
toli smiled. “You had to fight 
or get run over. That's the 
way the boys found out who 
was boss. Sure, I had plenty 
of fights— and, I won most of 
them.” 


LIFE WAS no bed of roses 
at the home. Up at 6 a. m., in 
bed by 9 p. m. After six years 
of this routine, Alfredo Apos­ 
toli was pitched out into the 
world. He went to a chicken 
ranch 
at 
Occidental, 
near 
Santa Rosa, where he worked 
for an Italian family for two 
years. Work, work and then 
more work. Only once did 
Apostoli leave the ranch—and 
that was to a ball game in Oc­ 
cidental. 
Apostoli stayed at the ranch 
two years, then returned to 
San Francisco for a year at 
Francisco Junior High, where, 
by the way, Joe DiMaggio got 
some of his early education. 
Freddie quit after his fresh­ 
man year to tackle an assort­ 
ment 
of 
jobs — plasterer, 
sheet metal 
worker, 
carpen­ 
ter’s assistant and pig-tender 
up Stockton way. 
Somebody finally l a n d e d 
Fred a job as messenger boy 
for a San Francisco jewelry 
firm. That was his first good 
break because it was through 
this job that he met a Joe 
Niderost, and it was Niderost 
who introduced him to the 
Olympic Club where boxers 
were being trained. Niderost 
also got his young protege a 
job as operator of the freight 
elevator at the St. Francis 
Hotel. He later was promoted 
to the passenger elevator and 
then to a bellboy’s job and 
finally bell captain. Hence, his

boxing 
nickname 
of 
Fighting Bellboy.” 
In the meantime Apostoli 
was learning the rudiments 
of boxing from Olympic Club 
coach Spider Roach. In 1933, 
Freddie won his first honors 
in a junior welterweight tour­ 
nament. He stopped all five 
boys in his class. Progress was 
rapid and in April of 1934 
this kid 
won 
the national 
amateur middleweight title in 
St. Louis, highlight of his 50- 
fight amateur 
career which 
saw him lose only once. On 
that same night in St. Louis 
in 1934, incidentally, a young 
man named Joe Louis from 
Detroit won the national ama­ 
teur light heavyweight crown. 
After grabbing all the ama­ 
teur 
honors 
within 
reach, 
Apostoli turned professional 
in 1934 and went on to win 
a string of preliminary bouts 
under the 
management 
of 
Niderost. 
The first mistake 
Niderost made was matching 
his rising young star with the 
veteran Freddie Steele of Ta­ 
coma, the same man who four 
years 
later 
succumbed 
to 
Apostoli’s kayo punch. Any­ 
way, Steele stopped Fred in 
the 10th round of their first 
meeting, and Niderost decid­ 
ed to turn the management of 
the green kid over to a vet­ 
eran 
ring 
expert, 
Larry 
White. 
FROM THERE, big things 


happened, and Apostoli wa* 
punching his way up the fis­ 
tic ladder in an era when box­ 
ing 
talent 
was 
reputedly 
much greater than it is to­ 
day. 
Apostoli does 
not like (o 
toot his own horn, but he ad­ 
mitted under questioning that 
he thinks he 
could be the 
world champion 
again if at 
his peak today. “In fact,” he 
offered, “anyone of the top 10 
middleweights in 
my time 
could be a champion today.” 
“ Boxing, he went on, “is 
not very promising. There are 
no good prospects. rFhe fight­ 
ers today don’t have the con­ 
stitution of the boys in my 
day. They don’t like the work. 
Heck, I used to get up before 
dawn 
every 
morning, 
run 
through Golden Gate Park 
and take a dive in that ice 
cold ocean. Then I'd run back 
home, dress for work, spend 
all day on the job, and then 
train after work. T was in per­ 
fect 
condition for all 
my 
fights.” Hie still looks trim 
enough to go 10 fast rounds). 
Of today’s flock of fighters, 
Apostoli says Sugar Ray Rob­ 
inson and Archie Moore are 
the best of the lot “. . . and 
they're both over the hill.” 
Those who saw Freddie at 
his peak claim he had all the

entrant to the prison. And by 
doing the same for every cur­ 
rent inmate, as time allowed, 
we were able to discover many 
new tuberculotics who were 
roaming the yard carelessly 
spewing germ-laden sputum 
among their fellow prisoners. 


W ITH THE unstinting en­ 
couragement 
of 
W a r d e n 
James A. Johnston and an en­ 
lightened 
and 
sympathetic 
board of prison directors, we 
were able to build an open air 
hospital of 4.800 square feet 
on top of some flat stone 
buildings on one side of the 
main plaza later called ‘ The 
Garden Beautiful.” 
Any prisoner who showed 
the least signs and symptoms 
of lung disease was hospital­ 
ized for study and treatment. 
Sick people have a right to 
be peevish, dissatisfied and 
complaining. And when one 
is confined in prison, the like­ 
lihood of discontent is great­ 
er. 
And 
again 
my 
clientele 
were not Sunday school teach­ 
ers. Murder, rape, burglary, 
violence, robbery and crimes 
against person and property 
had brought them to the peni­ 
tentiary. They could not by 
any means be termed good 
men. And “ a con with the 
con” could be bad medicine. 
As head of the medical de­ 
partment I naturally had to 
make rules and regulations 
for my patients. They were, of 
course, some restrictions for 
them. And some of these were 
not to their liking. 
I felt that tobacco was detri- 


None of them could be con­ 
sidered a good boy. 
I knew they did not like me. 
And 1 should have had better 
sense than to go alone into 
the ward that morning. 
Preparing to go downstairs 
I saw these three ruffians ap­ 
proaching me. Doe had bis 
hand 
behind 
his 
back 
as 
though concealing a knife. 
Blackie had some object 
under his dressing gown. 
And Heinie did not even 
try to conceal the Indian club, 
one of which we permitted in 
the ward for mild exercise. 
There was no escape for me 
I could not make the stairs. It 
was useless to make an outcry’.

Prison. Ordinarily several of 
us doctors with ward attend­ 
ants visited every patient in 
our newly built open air hos­ 
pital of 60 beds. 


TUBERCULO SIS had been 
my number one concern. This 
was due particularly to the 
fact that my young wife, with­ 
in months after we were mar­ 
ried and soon after I got my 
medical 
degree, 
developed 
this dreadful, frightening and 
disheartening disease. It was 
discovered soon after I be­ 
came resident physician at 
San Quentin. Her prolonged 
illness of over 13 years was 
one of the main reasons I stay­ 
ed on at the great penal insti­ 
tution. Here I could be near 
her. And here, too, was fur­ 
nished domestic help from 
among trusted prisoners. 
To carry on my practice I 
did not have to leave the res­ 
ervation and could be at her 
side on a moment’s notice. No 
wonder I wanted to fight tu­ 
berculosis and do what I could 
to combat it. 
W h e n I c a m e to S a n 
Quentin the medical facilities 
were 
painfully 
inadequate. 
There were 20 cases of tuber­ 
culosis, all housed in a dismal, 
dark and forboding old stone 
building, one of the first to 
be erected in 1859. The sur­ 
roundings were sordid, the fa­ 
cilities 
woefully inadequate 
and morale was at a very low 
ebb. 
I inaugurated a system of 
thoroughly examining every

mental to their health. Cer­ 
tainly smoke with its tars, its 
nicotine and possibly other 
toxic substances w a s n o t 
soothing or healing to already 
diseased lung tissues. 


THE “ W EED ” was smug­ 
gled into the hospital. Fre­ 
quent searches were made, to­ 
bacco found and confiscated. 
And in these searches other 
contraband, 
money, 
knives, 
blackjacks, socks filled with 
lead, clubs and other deadly 
weapons, were unearthed. 


Naturally there was great 
resentment toward me. 


John Doe, oddly enough 
that was the name he really 
carried, was a big six-foot 
Negro in for murder.

I caught him by the 
collar and landed a blow over 
his head.

It's More Like A Vacation, Says Coed Who 


Serves As 'Big Sister' To Camp Fire Girls

With summer vacation once 
again 
almost 
upon 
them, 
scores of Marin girls, their 
ages ranging from 7-year-old 
youngsters into the teen-ages, 
are once again looking for­ 
ward to happy days at Camp 
Kilowana. 


Camp Kilowana is the Camp 
Fire Girls camp located on 
the Norman 
B. 
Livermore 
property 
on 
the 
northern 
slope of Mt. St. Helena in 
Napa County. 


The site is just two miles 
from old Silverado City, once 
a flourishing gold-mining cen­ 
ter. But Silverado was already 
a ghost town when Robert 
Iouis Stevenson spent t h e 
summer of 1888 in its lone 
remaining building, an old 
cook shack, and wrote "Silver­ 
ado Squatters.” 


Where brawny miners once 
sought for gold and brawled 
among themselves in their off 
hours, little girls today seek 
a different kind of gold — 
the clean mountain air and 
healthful outdoor surround­ 
ings that contribute to their 
proper physical and mental 
growth. 


THIS SI MMER will mark 
the 15th camping season for 
Camp Kilowana. There will 
be five sessions. And each 
of these sessions will see ap­ 
proximately 110 girls, Blue 
Birds, Camp Fire Girls and 
Horizon 
Club members, in 
camp, enjoying activities that 
include council fires, cookouts 
treasure 
hunts, 
swimming, 
dramatics, 
archery, 
riding, 
badminton, camp craft, hand­ 
craft, folk 
dancing, nature 


lore, hiking, tumbling, sing­ 
ing, etc. 
Much of these pleasures are 
made possible by the girls 
"older sisters,” the c a m p 
counselors. 
These important positions 
are filled each summer by 
some 25 young women, either 
college students or just out 
of high school. 
They work under adult di­ 
rectors to 
instruct 
in 
the 
crafts, lead the hikes, organize 
the games, and generally keep 
a close eye on the younger 
girls. 
And, take it from Marie 
Smeltzer, a third year student 
at College of Marin at Kent- 
field who will be returning 
this summer for her third year 
as a camp counselor, its the 
ideal summer job for the col­ 
legian. 
Miss Smeltzer, a San Fran­ 
cisco resident who boards in 
Kent field while attending col­ 
lege, plans to enroll at San 
Jose State next fall to con­ 
tinue her preparation for a 
career as a physical education 
teacher. She thus regards her 
work and contacts with young 
girls at Camp Kilowana as 
valuable experience and prep­ 
aration for that future. 
But, she adds, the work is 
also a lot of fun. 


NO SMALL item is the fact 
that the counselors, like their 
younger charges, are provided 
with the opportunity to enjoy 
outdoors surroundings and ac­ 
tivities. 
Then, too, there is th e 
chance to make lasting friend­ 
ships with the other girls who 
serve as counselors. Not all 
come from California. Some 


hail from other states — Wis­ 
consin, Oregon, etc. 
Miss 
Smeltzer 
likes 
the 
work because it brings her 
in contact with youngsters. 
"I have always been interested 
in children,” she says. 
And it provides her with an 
opportunity to continue her 
interest in a field which began 
when 
she 
herself 
was 
a 
Brownie and Girl Scout in 
her younger years. 
She admits, however, that 
she now has more fun as a 
counselor than she used to 
have when she attended camp 
as a Girl Scout. 
She first became interested 
in counseling work when a 
Kilowana Camp director came 
to the college campus to talk 
about the need for such help. 
Marie applied. "But I wasn’t 
hired right off,” she recalls. 
"In fact, it wasn’t until three 
days before camp was to open 
that I got the job.” 
A week-long training period 
at Camp Kilowana prepares 
the counselors for their work 
prior to the arrival of the 
young campers. 


T H IS YEAR Marie will be 
serving as assistant program 
director in addition to her 
counselor duties. 
She says that she would 
like to continue spending her 
summers at Kilowana for two 
or 
three 
more 
years, "it's 
more like a vacation than a 
job,” she says. 
And when she goes into 
teaching she hopes to have 
the time to continue her inter­ 
est, possibly as a volunteer 
leader 
in 
the 
Camp 
Fire 
movement. 
Does she advise parents of 


Camp Fire Girls to permit 
their children to a t t e n d 
camp? 
Most 
definitely 
yes. 
" I 
think it is a wonderful experi­ 
ence 
for 
them 
and 
most 
worthwhile,” she says. 
While the girls are close 
to nature, they don’t "rough 
it” unduly, she notes. Sleep­ 
ing, eating and living facili­ 
ties are generally comfort­ 
able. 
And experiences such as 
sleeping in hammocks during 
an overnight hike, or learning 
to sand paint are ones the 
youngsters do not soon for­ 
get. 
How old should the girls 
be before they first attend 
camp? 


IT DEPENDS on the child, 
she says. 
Some 7-year-olds, 
she has observed, are mature 
enough to enjoy and benefit 
from 
camp. 
Others should 
wait a year or two longer. 
"But parents know their 


own children and are the best 
judges as to whether their 
daughters 
are 
r e a d y for 
camp,” she stresses. 
But Marie will promise par­ 
ents who decide to send their 
daughters to Camp Kilowana 
that, once they arrive, they 
will receive only the best in 
care and guidance. 
That’s the job of the direc­ 
tor and the counselors. 
And 
it is a responsibility t h e y 
carry out fully and enthusias­ 
tically.

Program As M ental Sitting-Up Exercises 
They

“It keeps my mind in trim.” 
That, says Mrs. Jean Han­ 
son is why she joined and has 
continued to be an active par­ 
ticipant in the activities of 
Toastmistress Club No. 651 
of Marin. 
She will point out that 
women spend hours in reduc­ 
ing salons, gymnasiums and 
in front of their television 
sets performing exercises to 
keep their bodies trim. 
“Well,” she says, “Toastmis­ 
tress is my way of taking men­ 
tal sitting-up exercises.” 
Native of Idaho, mother of 
eight children, she looks like 
a young Montgomery street 
secretary. She is a lover of 
the outdoors. But Toastmis­ 
tress, a strictly indoors pur­ 
suit, is one of her top enthusi­ 
asms. 
SHE COMES from a “Toast- 
mistressing” f a m i l y . Her 
mother and two sisters are 
also Toastmistresses. 
Currently she serves the 
Marin unit as program chair­ 
man, in charge of passing the 
assignments out among the 
members on a “rotating” basis 
so that each Toastmistress has 
something different to do at 
each meeting. 
One time a member will 
give a short speech. At the 
next meeting she might open 
the meeting. Or perhaps she 
will be a timekeeper. Or an 
evaluator. 
It’s all part of the organiza­ 
tion’s goal of helping its 
members to develop their 
abilities, personalities a n d 
leadership potentialities so 
that they can function better 
on a personal level, a local 


level, the national level, and, 
most important, an interna­ 
tional level so that they can 
serve to promote better un­ 
derstanding between all the 
peoples of the earth. 
There are 30 women in Ma­ 
rin unit No. 651, all dedicated 
to this very pursuit. 
THE GROUP meets twice a 
month, the second and fourth 
Thursdays, at 7 p.m. for din­ 
ner and after-dinner public 
speaking at The Woodlands 
restaurant in Kentfield. 
Generally, four speeches of 
between five and seven min­ 
utes in length are given. Dur­ 
ing and after the dinner, each 
individual member has her 
opportunity at speaking be­ 
fore a friendly group, being 
e v a l u a t e d (constructively 
criticized), conducting meet­ 
ings in various capacities, and 
learning parliamentary law in 
small, easy doses; thereby ac­ 
quiring poise, tact and friend­ 
liness so that she can harmo­ 
niously adjust to all kinds of 
personal interrelationships. 
Membership includes single 
girls 
in 
professional 
life, 
young mothers with small 
children and mature mothers 
with grown children (there 
are even a few grandmoth­ 
ers), highly successful career 
women and women retired 
from the 
professions. 
One 
mother has eight children, an­ 
other six, and yet both find 
time to be actively creative in 
the group. There are nurses, 
secretaries, publicity experts, 
real estate women and bank­ 
ers. 
How did Toastmistress Club 
start? Perhaps one should go 
back to 1933 when the Inter­ 


national Toastmistress Club, 
a corporation, came into be­ 
ing, 
although 
the 
n a m e 
“Toastmistress” 
h a d 
been 
used 
previously 
by 
other 
clubs. In that year, the Los 
Angeles Toastmistress Club 
was organized by the wives 
and friends of Toastmasters 
and, as other clubs were born, 
an association of Toastmis­ 
tress Clubs was formed in 
Southern California. 
Through 
the 
enthusiasm 
and initiative of Ernestine 
White, president of the San 
Francisco Toastmistress Club, 
all the Toastmistress Clubs 
then existing were united into 
a non-profit corporation inter­ 
national in scope. 
Of this dedicated woman, 
who died in 1943, at the age of 
38, it was said, “She was an 
inspired woman with an urge 
to help women develop poise, 
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dignity, a serious purpose, 
and quality of character. She 
felt that- it was necessary to 
develop the ability to con­ 
verse and speak intelligently 
in order to be leaders m the

Looking over Jack Marc- 
ley’s varied activities for the 
past 13 years, one wonders 
when he took time for such 
ordinary time consumers as 
eating and sleeping. 
Jack’s multi-career life be­ 
gan in 1947 when, fresh out of 
the Army Engineer Corps, he 
entered New York's Art Stu­ 
dent’s League. One of his art- 
teachers was the late Yosou 
Kuniyoski, one of the world’s 
great painters. 
His next project was to 
open (not one, but) three art- 
shops which specialized in 
sign - painting, 
illustrated 
signs, murals (“same price as 
wallpaper”), etc. 
A native of Manhattan, Jack 
had been married and a fa­ 
ther at 18. His wife was a for­ 
mer 
Conover 
model. 
His 
daughter by that first mar­ 
riage is Valerie Jean, in whose 
honor Jack gave the 
name 
“Val-Pal” to his cabin cruiser, 
presently berthed in San Ra­ 
fael's yacht-harbor. 
In 1959, he had an offer to 
work as art director of the 
Paul Winchell-Jerry Mahoney 
"W hat’s My Name?” show. 
Pinch-hitting in some of the 
crazy-quiz comedy skits, Jack 
discovered his flair for com­ 
edy. 
Paul Winchell—"A fellow- 
artist and a great guy to work 
for” according to Jack—gave 
him his stage-name of "Jack 
Dali.” Things began to roll 
along faster and soon Jack 
Marcley-Dali was also working 
on the Milton Berle show as 
both art director and come­ 
dian. Within a few months, in 
addition to these shows, Jack 
was also associated with sev­ 
eral other shows, including 
"Cosmopolitan Theater,” "Bat­ 
tle of the Burroughs,” Bill 
Goodwin Show, Jan Murray’s 
"Go Lucky” show and "Stop 
the Music.” 


TO KEEP things from get­ 
ting dull Jack (Benzadrine- 
Dali-Marcley) 
next 
bought 
"Club 33” on Long Island. 


Here he was master of cere­ 
monies, 
producer, 
director 
and anything else the occasion 
demanded. 
The o r i g i n a l 
"Spanky” 
(Jack 
Barthwell) 
from "Our Gang” films was 
bartender and manager of the 
club. 
In his "spare-time” Jack 
also 
made 
a 
period-movie 
called "Main Street, U.S.A.” 
for Sherman Marks on Great 
Neck, Long Island. One of 
Jack's chores for the movie 
was to rearrange a street on 
Great Neck to look more like 
the older Main Street of the 
film. After the company had 
finished 
with 
the 
location 
shots, Sherman Marks told 
Jack: "Okay, Jack, restore the 
street now, and 1 11 see you.” 
Sherman then turned to his 
cameramen and began discus­ 
sing some camera-angle prob­ 
lems. 
Jack busily changed signs 
over stores, pulled off fake 
gold-lettering 
from 
offiee- 
doors, changed back street- 
signs, pulled the coverings off 
fireplugs (which had looked 
too modern for the film) and 
soon had all other details re­ 
stored to normal. Then he 
briskly said "goodby” to Sher­ 
man who wore a very sur­ 
prised look on his face. 
Next day when Jack came 
to a rehearsal for Cosmopoli­ 
tan Theater, also directed by 
Sherman Marks, Sherman in­

rehearsal.

•’How Con I Pock A fo g To Reduce Wrinkling?"— Mrs. A.C.N. 


Dear Mrs. A. C. N.: 


There are a few simple 
tricks which any careful 
traveler can use and she will 
find 
her 
garments 
less 
wrinkled when she arrives 
at her destination. G o o d 
packing is planned and ac­ 
complished slow ly. 


Dresses are folded in a 
straight 
line 
f r o m 
the 
shoulder to the hem on each 
side. Sleeves are 
in a "Y” and the dress 
then folded to fit the hag. 
Frilly items, wrapped 
a* 
round cardboard from a 
man's 
s h i r t , 
will 
not 
wrinkle. Ilose may he pack- 


arranged 


is 


ed in a pocket or glove to 
prevent runs. 
Roll your 
jewelry in a towel to pro­ 
tect it. Don’t pack \our hag 
too tightly. 


The man in your life can 
use some packing instruc­ 
tions, too. lie should smooth 
his garments carefully. To 
keep folded suits from creas­ 
ing, insert a few layers of 
crumpled tissue paper be­ 
tween the folds. Use all the 
space in a suitcase. Stuff 
socks in the shirt collar ring. 
It saves space and prevents 
the collars from crushing. 


To fold a jacket, button 
it and lay it face down on 


the bed. Put the sleeves in 
a "V” across the 
back; 
smooth out the shoulders 
and then fold the jacket 
across the middle with the 
sleeves inside. It’s ready for 
packing. 


Pack in layers — heavy 
things first, smaller pieces 
last. 
U n d e r wear, towels, 
socks, handkerchiefs can he 
the bottom layer. 


Plan your packing. Don't 


hurry. Make a list of what 


you take so you will have 


everything when you re­ 


pack.

New York only for the final 
rehearsal. 
Although he worked hard 
at the faetory, Jack felt he 
was "in prison” in Beverly 
and gave up the shoe-business.

One incident Jack describes 
as "fracturous” happened dur­ 
ing a rehearsal of the Paul 
Winchell show. With a girl 
friend, Jack slipped into the 
balcony to watch the rehear­ 
sal. Blazing spotlights played 
on the stage but in the bal­ 
cony the atmosphere was dim, 
quiet and romantic. Somehow, 
the balcony darkness became 
more interesting than the 
brightly-lit rehearsal on stage. 
In a few minutes, someone on 
stage with spotlight-penetrat- 
ing-vision noticed the bal­ 
cony scene and tipped off the 
stagehands operating the spot­ 
lights. Instantly all the spot­ 
lights swirled away from the 
stage, pinpointing the couple 
in the balcony. 
The entire 
company, 
including 
stage­ 


hands, people from backstage 
and even from the control- 
booth, came out and stood on 
stage, watching. 
FINALLY aware they were 
no longer behind the glaring 
lights, Jack and his girl came 
out of a clinch and stood up. 
Everyone present broke Into 
loud applause and cheers. The 
young lady, overcome by em­ 
barrassment, quickly slipped 
out of the theater and Jack 
never saw her again. 
For a long time after this 
incident, he was often greeted 
by friends with the Une: 
"Jack, I have a lady in the 
balcony!” 
"TV is a business for young 
people,” says Jack Marcley. 
“The many pressures, the un­ 
expected late-hour rehearsals, 
etc.; make it a very demand­ 
ing profession.” 
One example of time-pres- 
sure occurred on the Paul 
Winchell show when about 
half-an-hour beforehand it was 
decided that some extra art­ 
work was needed for the open­ 
ing scene. In Jack’s absence, 
the job was handed to his as­ 
sistant, who didn’t quite know 
how to take care of it. While 
he was still struggling, Jack 
returned, just a few minutes 
before showtime. His assistant 
hurriedly told him the story 
and Jack quickly took over. 
The stage-manager stood over 
him with a stopwatch, count­ 
ing down the seconds before 
the opening curtain. As soon

ON THE Cosmopolitan The­ 
ater show there was a prob­ 
lem on the credits. 
As yet, the network didn’t 
have an electric “ craw l” to 
slowly disolav the credits, so 
it 
was

“ zoom-bar” effect with hand- 
turned cards. W hen Jack had 
the cards made, a big confer­ 
ence arose among propertv- 
men. scenery designers and 
stagehands over the question 
of who could do what part of 
the card-turning without in­ 
fringing on each others’ un­ 
ions.

W hen 
the show went on and the cre­ 
dits began to show on the 
screen,

Show business lured him 
back b riefly on a part-time 
basis in Sar- Francisco to play 
Police Captain Bednar for the 
San Francisco Theater Co. Al­ 
ter his years of comedy. Jack 
thoroughly enjoyed doing a 


straight dramatic part, and he 
received “ special mention 
in 
the reviews. 
One critic wrote; “ Jack Dali 
gives terrible reality to the 
brutal police captain, playing 
with'■suave cynicism up to his 
final violent scenes.” (Carolyn 
Stull in the “ Oakland Trib ­ 


une.” )

As a further hint that show- 
business hasn’t entirely for­ 
gotten him, some friends in 
San Francisco have started a 
‘ rat pack” in the same pat­ 
tern as that of Frank Sinatra s 
in Hollywood.

life, however, was the recent 
news that Ja ck M arcley had 
won a golf tournament in M ill 
Valley.

toli landed a lightning left to 
Marcel’s eye. opening an ugly 
gash that spilled 
blood 
all 
over Madison Square Garden. 


It was bad enough for the ref­ 
eree to halt the bout and give 
Apostoli the TKO victory in 
10 rounds and the European 


middleweight and lightheavy- 
w eight crowns. 
The 
afore-mentioned 
vic­ 
tories over Steele and Corbett 
were other highlights in Apos- 
toli’s long career. 
He calls 
Freddie Steele the best oppon­ 
ent he faced. 
After losing 
the 
title to 
Garcia, Apostoli kept busy in 
the ring until 1941 when he 
joined the U. S. Navy, there 
to spend some 54 months as 
an athletic specialist. 
It was during the service 
that Apostoli was honored as 
boxing's “ Man of the Year” 
by Ring Magazine. 
Editor Nat Fleischer wrote 
that Fred had “ . . . seen plen­ 
ty of service in the South Pa­ 
cific, has been 
through the 
thick of the fighting for the 
past year, and has also been 
coaching boxers and achiev­ 
ing amazing results in the line 
of morale.” 
Included in Fleischer’s mag­ 
azine was an interview carried 
by Associated Press, in which 
Ensign John Mitchell Quigg, 
Apostoli’s superior officer, as­ 
serted that “ If 
anyone 
de­ 
serves the man 
of the year 
boxing award, it is Fred Apos­ 
toli, both from a standpoint of 
bravery under fire and be­ 
cause, as a morale builder-up­ 
per, his influence on the sea­ 
men in the entire task force 
has been remarkable.” 
Another knockout for the 
Fighting Bellhop! 


APOSTOLI was discharged 
from service in Sept. of 1945 
and resumed his ring career 
until Turner stopped him in 
1949. 
Fred 
estimates 
he 
won 
$100,000 in purses in the 
squared circle and was smart 
enough to establish an endow­ 
ment policy that enabled him 
to purchase the first of three 
taverns he’s owned, a place 
called, 
naturally, 
"Freddie 


Apostoli’s” in North Beach. 
He kept that establishment 
for three and a half years, 
then sold it and opened an­ 
other “Apostoli’s” out on Mis­ 
sion street where he stayed 
more than five years before 
purchasing 
The 
Meadows 
near Hamilton Field three 
years ago. 
• 1 guess I’ve always had a 
soft spot in my heart for Ma­ 
nn County,” 
the ex-champ 
stated. “ We used to hike over 
here as kids. I moved the fam­ 
ily to Fairfax 
about 
seven 
years ago.” 
A former champion work­ 
ing behind the plank of a gin 
null can run into problems, 
Apostoli admits. Some inebri­ 
ates feel they can lick a for­ 
mer world champ, 
and still 
others have wanted to square 
off against the 
bartender, 
blissfully unaware of his fis­ 
tic achievements. 
But Apostoli has never had 
to use violence. “ Sure, I ’ve 
been challenged 
but 1 just 
walked away 
and kept my 
mouth shut.” 
Besides his keen interest in 
boxing 
and 
the 
Meadows, 
where he works a few hours 
a day, the 
Fighting Bellhop 
manages to spend some time 
on the golf course, primarily

A Novel, 
But Not 
Fiction 


SON OF THE GAMBUN' MAN, 
by Mari Sandoz, Clarkson N. 
Potter, Inc., 333 pages, $5.

Mari Sandoz, besf known for 
“ Old Jules” and 
“ C r a z y 
Horse,” has attempted a rath­ 
er difficult job with “ Son of 
the Gamblin’ Man.’* A novel 
which is not fiction hut an ex­ 
pose of long-past events, but 
which she admits had to be 
written as fiction because of 
lack of factual detail with 
which to work. 
John Jackson Cozad was a 
gamblin’ man who knew (and 
was known in) plush eastern 
card rooms, steamers, Missis­ 
sippi river boats, frontier sa­ 
loons and all (he places be­ 
tween, just past midway of the 
last century. 
He was an unusual gambler 
for he had a dream: An oft- 
frustrated dream of becom­ 
ing an empire builder, of cre­ 
ating a model community (in 
which there should be no 
gambling). 
His greatest attempt at ful­ 
filling the dream was at Co­ 
zad, Neb. But he was forced 
to flee for his life—and to 
change his name and the 
names of his two sons. One of 
the sons became a prominent 
artist under the name of Rob­ 
ert Henri. He was the son of 
the gamblin’ man about whom 
the book is written. 
The writer has done well 
with this unusual tale. And 
she has done even better at 
bringing to the printed page 
the feel and smell of a raw 
pioneer town beside the Union 
Pacific tracks on the Nebras­ 
ka plain in the 1870s. 
It is a fascinating book, and 
a piece of highly unusual 
Americana.

Almost everyone dreams of 
having a beautiful lawn and 
garden. But there are three 
basic and very different moti­ 
vations for gardening, it was 
discovered recently in a na­ 
tionwide research study of 
people’s gardening h a b i t s 
made for the Ferry-M orse 
Seed Co. by Dr. Bertram Klass 
of Forbes Market Research 
Inc. 
Dr. Klass suggests that not 
only do your attitudes show 
what kind of gardener you 
are, they also may reveal your 
basic motivations in life. 
To make a rough check of 
your own attitudes, ask your­ 
self these questions, and check 
the answers.

T H E ‘‘SHOWERS’* — To 
some people, gardening is a 
way to show their pride in 
their homes and their com­ 
munity. They are likely to 
have the most extensive and 
beautiful lawns and gardens 
in the neighborhood. 
To a “Show-er” the lawn 
and garden are status sym­ 
bols. 
And if you answered 
“a” to the questions above, 
you probably belong in this 
group. 
The 
“Shower” 
de­ 
lights in the new and spectac­ 
ular flowers. Those zinnias as 
big as butter plates—colored 
and striped with all the hues 
of the rainbow . . . marigolds 
tall as children and with 
blooms that look like match­ 
less mammoth mumms . . . 
huge ruffled petunias that 


dance colorful can-cans in th*» 
breeze . . . these and many 
other such are found in the 
garden of the “Show er.” 


THE “M O W E R S ’* — To 
other 
p e o p l e , 
gardening 
means a chance to spend 
ma n y , 
peaceful, 
pleasant 
hours outdoors. They enjoy 
the exercise and change from 
the demands of the work-a- 
day world. They are interest­ 
ed more in the activity of gar­ 
dening than in the results. 
They want a neat, trim gar­ 
den that adds to the appear­ 
ance of their home; but they 
have no special interest in a 
showplace. 
A “Mower” is a self-orient­ 
ed gardener. He likes garden­ 
ing for the pleasure it gives 
him. If you answered “b” to 
the questions, you belong in 
this group. 
The “Mower” is likely to 
stick with the conventional — 
the “tried and true” in flow­ 
ers, with occasional experi­ 
ments with the exotic. 
If 
something turns out spectac­ 
ular, he is happy about it, but 
isn’t too disappointed if it 
doesn’t. He will kill weeds in 
the lawn with chemicals, but 
rarely grubs them out by 
hand. 


THE “GROWERS” — Still 
other people find in garden­ 
ing a deep personal or relig­ 
ious satisfaction in working 
close to nature and God. They 
love to see young sprouts pop 
out of ground and participate 
in the miracle of growing 
things. These are the nature- 
oriented gardeners, and you 
belong to this group if you an­ 
swered “c” to the first three 
questions, “b” to the fourth, 
and “a” to the fifth. 
“Growers” are in the mi­ 
nority as a gardening type, 
but probably you know a few. 
Frequently they know more 
about gardening than most 
“Show ers” or “Mowers.” Of­ 
ten they are the people with 
“green 
thumbs” 
who 
can 
grow anything. 
To the “Grower” the chal­ 
lenge in a plant or flower is 
more 
important 
than 
any 
spectacular 
The outer-directed, “Show­ 
er” type of person wants to 
keep a little ahead, because 
he enjoys recognition from 
others for personal or busi­ 
ness success. Different people 
do it in different ways. Some 
“Showers” 
buy 
expensive, 
late-model cars. Others are the 
first in the neighborhood to 
have color television, try to 
have the best parties or the 
most stylish clothes. To the 
gardening “Show-er,” his gar­ 
den is a status symbol. 
Some “Mowers” 
may be 
“Show-ers” when it comes to 
cars or other status symbols, 
but basically the “Mower” is 
an inner-directed person. He 
doesn’t mind too much if the 
Joneses’ car is newer than his, 
because the personal pleasure 
he gets from an activity is 
more important to him than 
recognition by others. Some­ 
times the magic of growing 
things takes a grip on a “Mow­ 
er,” and he becomes a “Grow­ 
er.” 
If your answers are mixed, 
it does not mean you are a 
“mixed-up” person. More like­ 
ly it indicates a rounded per­ 
sonality that can partake of 
several types of gardening 
pleasure.

Select Rose Ranks 


Two exciting new roses — 
Duet, a hybrid tea, and pink 
Parfait, a grandiflora — have 
been selected as winners of 
the All-America Rose award 
for 1961. 
This is an important horti­ 
cultural honor given only to 
roses with superior qualifica­ 
tions. 
The new title-holders, chos­ 
en after years of testing un­ 
der the most varied conditions 
will go on sale for the first 
time this fall. 
Duet is the eighth hybrid 
tea to win an award in the 
last 10 years. Hybrid teas are 
perhaps the best known class 
of roses, and feature the 
classic, perfectly f o r m e d 
flower usually borne on a 
single stem. They are particu­ 
lar favorites for cutting and 
household arrangement. 
Duet is a unique, bi-colored 
rose which blends two warm, 
rich colors. The inner surface 
of the petal is a soft salmon- 
pink, while the reverse is a 
contrasting rosy crimson. The 
unusual coloring harmonizes 
well with most interior decor. 


THE FLOWERS are medi­ 
um in size and beautifully 
formed. The handsome blooms 
of thirty petals are borne on 
strong, medium-length stems, 
ideal for cutting and arrange­ 
ment. 
Flowers 
hold 
their 
petals well, and retain their 
rich colors through wide vari­ 
ations of weather. 
The plant is vigorous and 
free - branching, 
producing 
luxuriant foliage which makes 
it useful in any part of the 
garden. During the All-Amer­ 
ica testing period of two years 
judges reported that D u e t 
showed an exceptional resist­ 
ance to mildew. 
Pink Parfait is the third 
All-America Rose Award win­ 
ner in the grandiflora class, 
which was introduced in 1955. 
In keeping with the require­ 
ments of the class, it combines 
the outstanding characteris­ 
tics of the hybrid tea and the 
floribunda, and seems destin­ 
ed to become a great national 
favorite. Its flowers are a deli­ 
cate blending of pink pastel 
shades, with the bud stage 
ranking from dawn pink to 
apple blossom pink. The buds 
are medium-sized but produc­ 
ed in heavy quantity, and it is 
plant to carry 100 or more 


buds at the same time. 
In (he open stages, the semi­ 
double flowers range from 
dawn pink to deep rose, the 
color often varying somewhat 
according to the weather. As 
benefits a • grandiflora, the 
plant is large and vigorous, 
and at the same time, its 
foliage is neat and compact, 
forming a perfect background 
for the heavy flower clusters. 
Its pleasing colors blend readi­ 
ly with almost any interior 
and it makes a unique addi­ 
tion to arrangement for the 
home. 


PERHAPS THE most signif­ 
icant common characteristic 
of the two 1961 winners is the 
ease with which they can be 
grown anywhere in the United 
States. With relatively little 
effort, anyone can produce 
hundreds of these striking 
flowers during the growing 
season. 
As the 54th and 55th roses 
to win the AU America Duet 
and Pink Parfait join the ex­ 
clusive 
company 
of 
t h e 
world's finest roses. The sys­ 
tem was inaugurated in 1938 
by a number of the country’s 
leading growers and introduc­ 
ers. Its major purpose was to 
raise rose standards by elim­ 
inating all but the finest vari 
eties before they come to 
market through testing.

points for thirteen different 
characteristics such as novel 
ty, vigor, disease-resistance, 
color, form, fragrance, etc. At 
the end of the two-year period 
the 
one 
or 
two 
varieties 
achieving the highest scores 
are selected for an award. 
Entries for the trials are 
submitted by leading hybrid 
izers of the world. 
To develop a new rose, the 
hybridizer selects “parents,1” 
roses which have demonstrat­ 
ed outstanding characteristics 
over the years. These are cross 
pollenated, and the resulting 
new variety is studied closely 
for several years. Its entire 
life history Is carefully record­ 
ed to determine whether or 
not it has a chance to meet; 
the All-America standards.
